But in each state group 
of votes, it appears that the move- 
ment. of former Republicans* to 
Roosevelt has been numerically 
greater than the movement of for- 
mer Democrats to Hoover. 
Indiana, New York, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia are the 
states from which the first returns. 
are shown. All went Republican by 
large majorities in 1928. The re- 
turns show a lead for Hoover in 
Indiana and New York, and a lead 
for Roosevelt in the three other 
states. The major party vote for 
the five states is 28,193 for Hoover 
and 27,654 for Roosevelt. The vote 
for minor party candidates is 4480, 
with Norman ‘Thomas, Socialist, 
getting the greater part of these. 
The ballots in the Digest poll are 
sO prepared as to show not only 
the voter’s preference in 1932, but 
how he or she voted in 1928. In

the New York figures, with a total 
of 26,843 votes cast, 4299- who 
voted Republican in 1928 appear 
as vgn igo Roosevelt this year, 
while only 990 ~who voted Demo- 
cratic in 1928 are supporting 
Hoover this year. 

In Pennsylvania, in the small 
poll thus far compiled, more than 
46 per cent of those now support- 
ing Roosevelt , voted for Hoover 
four years ago, while only 4.5 per 
cent of the Hoover support comes 
from those who voted for Smith in 
1928. The other states, in the smal} 
initial poll, make similar showings. 

About 15 per cent of those vot- 
ing are listed as not having voted 
in 1928. Many of these are voters 
who have come of age in the four- 
year period. 

As to the “drift” shown by its 
figures, the Digest comments: 

“So many Democrats. voted for 
Hoover in 1928 that such a drift 
might be simply a return of Demo- 


giance.” 

The number of ballots sent out is 
announced as 20,000,000. The Di- 
gest’s presidential poll in 1928 
when completed, gave a close indi- 
cation of the result of the election, 
pointing particularly to the 
strength which the Republican 
ticket then had in the Southern 
states.

Directors of U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce Indorse 
Proposal ‘‘During Present

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—A 40- 


hour week in industry today was 


recommended by the board of di- 
rectors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

In approving a report of a spe- 
cial committee which has investi- 
gated the subject, the board flatly 
approved the five-day, eight hour, 
week “during the present emergen- 
cy.of excessive unemployment.” 
Nothing was said as to rates of pay. 

The American Federation of 
Labor and other organizations and 
some leading Government, officials 
have previously favored the 40- 
hour week. 

The board did not recommend 
specific methods of spreading work 
in existing businesses but author- 
ized the immediate collection of in- 
formation on the subject.

Penciling a note to tell of her 
last moments as she ’ succumbed 
slowly to gas. Mrs. Eleanor Baker 
Ruler, divorced.wife of William 
Ruler, ended her life today in her 
bungalow at 1543 Highland avenue, 
Wellston. 

Her body was found at 1 p. m. 
lying on the kitchen floor. Four 
stove burners were turned on but 
not lit. The note, some playing 


cards and several cigarette stubs 
were on a table nearby. Police 
were compelled ‘to force an en- 
trance into the bungalow. 

Her Dying Thoughts. 

After detailing financial worries, 
making certain bequests and giving 
instructionsfor her burial, Mrs. 
Ruler describeod her sensations as 
the gas began to fill thé little room. 

“I wonder how long it takes,” 
she wrote. “I have been here al- 
most an hour now playing solitaire 
to pass away the time. I put the 
cat out because I don’t want him 
to die. Want the Hanlons to take 
him. They have one black cat. This 
one is black, too. 

“Am smoking cigarettes. Won- 
der if they will ignite the gas."’ 

Decides to Get Blanket. 

Around her signature—Eleanor 
Baker Ruler—she had drawn a iine 
with four X marks insode of it. 
On another piece of. paper she 
wrote: 

“I guess I'd better get the bian- 
ket and put under the doorway. 


These rags don’t seem to be 
enough.” 

The note, which was  unad- 
dressed, began: 

“The house note is a mistake. 


Should be $1500 instead of $2500. 
Even that is bad enough. ‘Three 
years back taxes, $45, interest, etc. 
Balance in checkbook is O. K A 
little cash, about $8 or so in slicker 
pocket in closet in hall. 

“Regrets Act Very Mach.” 

“I regret this act very much. I 
love and adore my child and never 
want her to know about it, but I 
can’t find any other way out. Life 
is such a struggle.” The house to be 
foreclosed upon. With: my bank 
balance can just about pay my tel-. 
ephone and electric bills for next 
month. Twenty dollars left on my 
last year’s industrial loan to be 
paid.’’ 

Disposes of Property. 

Here she drew a line and under- 
neath resumed: 

“To Katherine Hanlon; 
clothes of mine she can use. 

“To Rose Cross Baker, my sis- 
ter-in-law, the fur coat at Kline's 
on which I have paid $80, a jap 
weasel coat. 

“Tf balance cannot be taken care 
of $80 worth of merchandise from 
that store should be arranged for, 
I'm sorry but guess Ish and Uncle 
Fred will have to take care of 
my burial. : 

“T believe there is a place for 
me in our family lot in Bellefon- 
taine. If possible,/put me next to 
mother. 

“Would much rather use a gun 
but haven’t any and don’t ‘know 
how to go about buying one, I 
imagine they question one.” 

Mrs. Ruler, who was 30 years 
old and had a 6-year-old daughter, 
who was staying with relatives, ob- 
tained a divorce about five years 
ago,. alleging general indignities 
and stating that her husband ne- 
glected, her in order to practice 
banjo playing. He was the pro- 
prietor of a gasoline filling station 
at the time.

Former Partners of Mark C. 
Steinberg Said to Be in

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 23.—A. 


citation ordering the closed stock 
and bond brokerage firm of.Mark 
C, Steinberg & Co. of St. Louis to 
appear before State Commigsioner 
Stockard and show cause why its 
suspended license to do business 


in Missouri should not be revoked, 


was issued by the commissioner 
today. The citation alleged. irreg- 
ularities in the conduct of the 
firm’s -business prior to the State 
receivership of April 28. 

At the same time similar cita- 
tions were issued against four other 
St. Louis brokerage firms which 
Commissioner Stockard said con- 
tained former Steinberg partners. 
The other firms were named as 
McCourtney-Breckenridge & Co., 
Boatmen’s Bank Building; Scherck, 
Richter Co., Arcade Building; John 
Grunik Jr. & Co., Rialto Building, 
Peltason, Tenenbaum & Harris, 
Boatmen’s Bank Building. The Hl- 
censes of these firms have not been 
suspended, - 

Commissioner Stockard said the 
citations were based on reports to 
the securities department that the 
Steinberg firm had violated the 
State blue sky laws and that the 
former partners entered the new 
firms with knowledge of the al- 
leged condition of the Steinberg 
firm. The hearing will be at Hotel 
Jefferson Oct. 6. 

Official Tells of Reports. 

Stockard said his department had 
received reports that the Steinberg 
firm, prior to the receivership, had 
received money from some custom. 
ers to buy securities, and that in 
some instances the securities were 
purchased but not delivered, while 
in other instances the _ securities 
were not purchased and the money 
was used by the firm. 

Other reports, he said, were that 
the firm was operated by the part- 
ners for several weeks when they 
knew it was in a failing condition 
and that a representative of a cer- 
tain bank was permitted by the 
firm to have access to its books, 
“apparently for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a receivership.” ; 

It was reported also, he said, that 
the receivership was in the hands 
of friends of the partnership. The 
receivers are Mark Steinberg and 
Thomas N. Dysart, a broker. . 

The firm's offer to settle with 
créditors for 20 per cent in cash 
and 80 per cent in promissory notes, 
he said, appeared from reports to 
be “fictitious and for the purpose 
of avoiding any civil or criminal 
liability’? which might arise against 
the partners. 

Evidence of Fraud, He Says. 

“In this settlement,” he said, “the 
various partners are not being dis- 
turbed in their personal possessions, 
which are to be retained by them. 
If these reports are true, then the 
company and the partners were 
guilty of fraud and the license al- 
ready suspended should be _ re- 
voked,” 

Stockard said his investigation 
would: be to determine . whether 
there was any cause for revocation 
of the licenses under the blue sky 
laws. In addition, he said; he would 
make a general investigation of the 
Steinberg firm and would present 
any evidence of violation of law to 
the Circuit Attorney. 

Members of the four firms whom 
Stockard named as former Stein- 
berg partners or as formerly ac- 
tively connected with the Steinberg 
firm, are: J: 8S. McCourtney, Hunter 
Breckenridge, Gordon Scherck, 
Henry J. Richter, Charles W. Hahn, 
John Grunik Jr., Joh R. Kauff- 
mann, Paul E. Peltason, Irwin R. 
Harris and Harry Tenenbaum. 
Steinberg Replies to Charges, Tells 

Why Firm Failed. 

Informed of the Commissioner’s 
citation and his reported informa- 
tion, Steinberg said, “Mr. Stockard 
has been misinformed. The true 
status of the firm was given by 
me in testimony before Referees in 
Bankruptcy Coles and Plowman. I 
am sure an investigation will show 
that the reports are untrue and 
that the business: of our gee was 
conducted in an honorable man - 
ner. 

“Mr, Stockard has not asked the} 
receivers for information of any 
character and this comes to all 
of us without warning.

NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—Theo- 
adore G. Miller, head of the propa- 
gation department of the Loyal Or- 
der of Moose, who earlier refused 
to testify lest his testimony tend to 
incriminate him, took the stand at 
the Davis “lottery” trial today and 
told about econtraets preceding 
charity balls which the Govern- 
ment charges were in effect gigan- 
tic lotteries. ; 

Miller and five others were in- 
dicted with United States Senator 
James J. Davis in connection with 
the alleged lotteries but Davis se- 
cured a severed early trial because 
he is running. for re-election in 
Pennsylvania. 

Miller said hé contracted with 
Bernard McGuire, a promoter who 
is another ef those indicted, to 
handle with him the affairs of the 
propagation department, which ran 
the charity balls, McGuire was to 
get $200 a week and one-third of 
all profits of the department. 

The next witness, a Department 
of Justice agent, testified that the 
recéipts of the 1930 ball were $1,- 
217,178.23 and those of the 1931 
ball were $1,057,728.75. 

The Justice Department agent 
said that Miller and McGuire got 
more than $190,000 from the 1930 
ball and that $150,000 went to the 
Moose Orphanage at Mooseheat, 
Tll., the organization for which the 
balls were held. 

From the receipts of the same 
ball he said $100,000 went to the 
organization department of the 
Moose. The Government charges 
that in effect Senator Davis was 
the organization department just as 
Miller acknowledged in testimony 
today that he and the propagation 
department “were the same thing.” 

Joseph Cannon, special agent of 
the Department of Justice, testi- 
fied that he conversed with Ber- 
nard C. McGuire about tickets. 

Miller, who refused to testify 
Wednesday, called back to the 
stand, was asked to identify a copy 
of an alleged contract with Mc- 
Guire. He refused “unless the 
Court directs be to answer.”’ 

“I so destre it,” said the Court. 
Miller then identified the contract. 

The contract, read to the jury, 
was between Miller ani McGuire, 
and provided that Miller was to 

engage McGuire for three years at 

a salary of $200 a week plus 33 
per cent of all profits of the propa- 
gation department of the Loyal Or- 
der of Moose. It was agreed that 
Miller acted with full authority of 
the supreme council of the Moose 
and of James J. Davis, director- 
general. It was further agreed 
that all money was to be deposited 
in a joint account of Miller and 
McGuire. 

Treadwell then demanded the 
books of the department, including 
canceled checks. Miller had re- 
fused to produce these books 
Wednesday on the ground they 
would tend to incriminate him. The 
court then upheld him, but today 
the rule was reversed. Miller with 
the help of marshals carried in five

| The experiment was made seven 
miles off Nonsuch Island, Ber- 
muda, from the.tug Freedom.”

Beebe hoped to reach 3000 feet 
but was prevented ‘from doing so 
by leakage of sea water in a stuff- 
ing box through which the elec- 
tric light cables entered ame diving 
apparatus, 

The scientists said they had seen 
many ocean marvels of great scien- 
tific vVaiue at the newly explored 
depth. 

Beebe’s voice was heard clearly

on the downward trip, and when 


|the bathysphere reached a depth 


of 2200 feet, he commented on 
the tremendous roll caused by the 
ocean swell, and it was decided to 
draw up “the bathysphere. 

The main broadcast started when 
the sphere was. about 1100 feet 
down. 

Description of Life Under Sea. 

It was a graphic story that Dr. 
Beebe told over the radio. Often 
he exclaimed at some of the under- 
sea life, all of which carried its 
own apparatus to light a pathway. 
Responding sometimes to the ques- 
tions of Miss Hollister, he com- 
mented: 

"IT can’t see a thing. It is abso- 
lutely black. Now there are fish 
about two or three feet away. I 
can make out their forms from 
their own light. There are a great 
many of them. They are double, 
I think the double ones are fish 
coming head on. Those double 
lights. It is the most amazing 
thing now, the amount of light 
down here. 

“It varies from pale blue to pale 
green, but on the very pale side 
—no deep tone. It must be the 
normal luminescence of the crea- 
tures.” 

The bathysphere is an air-tight 
metal ball having steel sides an 
inch and a half thick. Before the 
descent, doors were battened down 
with sledge hammers.

tary, and that the interests of the 
bondholders are fixed by the terms 
of the prior lien mortgages, I am 
unable to see wherein, without the 
consent of plaintiffs, they can be 
hurt. I know of no law whica 
will permit even a wicked majority 
of bondholders to destroy contrac- 
tual rights which are vested. 

“But if such destruction shall, in 
the further course of the propose:l 
reorganization, become imminent 
and require interposition of law or 
equity, then the law or equity can 
undoubtedly afford a remedy. Us- 
ually, in such a case, the nuisance 
value of a small outstanding intsee 
est affords complete protection and 
ultimate relief.’ 

In speaking of the railroad’e dif- 
ficulties, Judge Faris mentioned as 
a contributing cause “interminable 
competition by ‘argely untaxel and 
unregulated means of transporta- 
tion.” Of railroad securities, he 
said: 

“Bonds and securities of railroads 
have a far-flung distribution in use 
and ownership. They appear as 
rainy day savings of the poor and 
as investments of the rich.- They 
are used as collateral to secure 
manifold debts and obligations. 
They are held by corporate en- 
tities and by indivjduals. They are 
used by insurers of property, life. 
limb and fidelity, to back up guar- 
anties of future faithful perform- 
ance, and a major financial ca'as- 
trophe, through which a large pert 
of such securities should be -en- 
dered next to.worthless, would well 
night submerge and destroy the 
financial setup of this nation.’ 

When the Frisco, in- financia: 
straits last May, applied to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
for a $1,800,000 loan, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission gave 
its apprdéval only on condition that 
the road would effect a substantial 
reduction in its fixed interest 
charges. In the endeavor to meet 
this condition, the reorganization 
plan was worked out. Chairman 


E. N. Brown of the Frisco board

Two weeks ago 
the company anounced that.54 per 
cent of the bonds had been depos- 
ited.

HUNG JURY AT TRIAL 
OF ALLEGED RED RIOTER 


New Hearing on Oct. 17 for 
Suspect in City Hall Dis- 
turbance. 


A mistrial was declared yester- 
day in the case of Frank Lo 
Iacono, charged with rioting at 
City Hall, July 11, during a Com- 
munist demonstration, when a jury 


failed to agree after four hours’ 
deliberation. 

Judge Butler set Lo Iacono’s 
second trial for Oct. 17. Eight oth- 
er persons accused of rioting dur- 


uled to be tried on the same day. 
Tue first of 12 défendants in the 
rioting cases, Ulee Ivy, a Negro, 
was acquitted and charges against 
two others were dropped. 

The jury in the L@ Iacono case 
stood eight to four for acquittal 
discharged, its foreman, 
Charles Riegellsberger, 6926 South- 
west avenue, a filling station at- 
tendant, told a reporter. It re- 
ceived the case at 12:20-p. m. and 
was discharged at 4:25. 

Lo lacono, who is an unemployed 
presser, living at 5577 Ridge ave- 
nue, contradicted testimony of po- 
lice that he incited a riot and also 
accused them of beating him after 
his arrest two days after the City 
Hall demonstration. They denied 
mistreating him. 

Lo Iacono admitted he spoke to 
the Communist crowd through a 
megaphone and that gasoline for 
his automobile was furnished by 
the Unemployed Councils of St. 
Louis, a Communist organization.

Joseph A. Frayne, assistant chief 
of the agents, said the ring was one 
of the largest of five operating in 
the metropolitan district and de- 
clared it did both an export and im- 
port business with Canadian inter- 
re , 

Edward J. Moffett has surren- 
dered here on a@ Charge of embez- 
zling funds from the Central Bank 
and Trust Co. He was secretary- 
treasurer of the bank until a short- 
age was discovered five months 
ago and he had been missing since 
April 12. 

‘Frayne said Moffett handled the 
financial matters for the alcohol 
group, which had 15 accounts in 
the Central Bank and Trust Co. 
under ficticious names. Frayne 


}Frayne said it included 20 of the 
biggest bootleggers in the metro- 
politan district and promised 
wholesale indictments against the 
men. 

The main distilieries that ‘sup- 
plied aleohol for the syndicate 
have been raided and closed since 
prohibition agents began their in- 
vestigation. 


Frayne said shipments were 
made from these plants to all parts 
of the United States and to Canada. 
The shipments were in carload lots, 
he said, and were billed as oil. 
The alleged Canadian end of the 
ring was disclosed this week, when 
reight indictments were returned at 
Montreal and several arrests were 
made. Included among those ar- 
rested were officers of the Albany 
Oil and Gas Co., which Frayne de- 
clared, cut Canadian liquor with 
the alcohol received. The product 
then was “imported,” he said, and 
sold for real Canadian liquor. 


Nearly 300 carloads were shipped 
from Newark during the five 
months’ period, Frayne said, to 
such cities as Baltimore, Los An- 
geles, Peoria, Ill., Kansas City and 
Chicago. 


Frayne said the leader of the

Gov. Pinchot has charged in pub- 
lic statements that red tape was 
causing starvation in Pennsylvania 
by delaying the relief loan. Tues- 
day he took the dispute to the 
White House, asking by telegram 
for @ personal audience, but was 
told by President Hoover in a re- 
turn message that corporation @c- 
tions were independent of his in- 
fluence. 

Philadelphia to Seek More. 

In Milford, Pa., Gov. Pinchot last 
night declined to comment on the 
emergency loan grant pending a 
study of its terms. 

Philip C. Staples, chairman of the 
Philadelphia Relief Board, said ef- 
forts again would be made to enlist 
President Hoover's aid in obtain- 
ing up to $10,000,000. 

The corporation directors began 
their statement by saying that “in 
view of the many misstatements 
which have been issued from Har- 
risburg * * * we desire the people 
of Pennsylvania to know the facts.” 

The corporation said that three 
days before President Hoover 
signed the relief act in July, there- 
by making available $300,000,000 
for relief distribution, Gov. Pinchot 
applied for a $45,000,000 loan—the 
maximum allowed one State—ask- 


ing *that $10,000,000 be advanced 


immediately. 

“Fifty-one states and territories 
were eligible for relief,” it con, 
tinued. “If seven states, first 
making applications, had asked for 
and been granted $45,000,000 there 
would have been nothing left for 
the other 44 states and territories.”’ 


Information Lacking. 


The board said that after hear- 
ings on Aug. 2 and 4, the corpo- 
ration directors told Pinchot they 
would withhold an advance until 
the State Legislature acted. This 
bedy later appropriated $12,000,- 
000 for State relief, 

Pennsylvania then renewed its 
application with the corporation, 
the board continued, but did not 
supply all the information required 
by the corporation of governors 
seeking loans. It added: 

“The Governor replied that he 
had furnished all necessary data 
and declared that it was impossi- 
ble to supply the information de- 
manded by the corporation. This 
reply was made in spite of the 
fact that all other Governors who 
had obtained Federal funds had 
supplied the information. * © * 

“If there was any undue delay, 
it was the fault of the Pennsyl- 
vania officials in not furnishing 
the required information. 

“The President of the United 
States and the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation are fully ad- 
vised as to their responsibility. 
They are eager to have the relief 
measures of Congress administered 
in accordance with their spirit. 

“Further loans which come with- 
in the scope of our authority will 
be made promptly, if, when and ag 
the information required is pre- 
sented. 

“Any statement to the contrary, 
no matter by whom made, is not 
true.

miral William S. Sims, United 


States Navy (retired), gaid yester- 
day the system of Spanish-Ameri- 
can War pensions was a “steal of 
the nastiest kind and an outrage to 
the American taxpayers.” 

Sims, who commanded Ameri- 
cah naval forces in European wat- 
ers in the World War, spoke un- 
der the auspices of the National 
Economy League. He is one of 
the six members cf the National 
Advisory Council of the league. 

“The Spanish-American War,” he 
said, “lasted exactly 114 days, and 
although less than 400 were killed 
and less than 5000 died of wounds 
and disease, yet more than 227,000 


out of the 280,000 who served are ||IIII 


now drawing Government pensions. 
The cost this year for Spanish- 
American war pensions is $119,- 
000,000. 

“The Economy League proposes 
this year to urge Congress to re- 
duce the amount being paid to 
Spanish-American War pensions 
by $109,000,000. Such a reduction 
will not affect in the slightest the 
20,000 veterans or dependents who 
are rightfully and justly entitled to 
such aid.” 

Speaking of World War veterans’ 
payments and benefits, Sims said 
“a reduction of $450,000,000 can be 
made in the $690,000,000 appro- 
priated for them this year and still 
provide liberally and justly to men 
whose disabilities in fact arose out 
of service and to dependents of 
those who were killed in action or 
who died as a result of disabilities 
or illness arising out of the war.”’

“In 1927,” the Governor said, 
“an individual charged that the 
Highway Department was a Demo- 
cratic machine. In order to refute 
the charge, a poll was taken with 
the result that it was ascertained 
that out of 1900 employes, 1750 re- 
sponded, and of them 800 were Re- 
publican, 750 Democratic and 200 
independent, This balancing of the 
parties in employment by the com- 
mission was accidental, the employ- 
ment having been without regard to 
politics, but it may fairly be said 
that the poll discloses no disposition 
to favor one party over the other 
in the conduct of department af- 


fairs. 
Recalis Recent Charge. 


‘Nevertheless, a gentieman high 
in the State Democratic organiza- 
tion recently saw fit to charge that 
the determination of the bipartisan 
Highway Commission to help re- 
lieve the unemployment. situation 
by reducing the hours of labor and 
substituting hand work for ma- 
chines, was possible without undue 
loss of economy, and thus employ- 
ing more men was ‘for the purpose. 
of expanding the Republican or-| 
ganization and selling the Repub- 
lican vote in November.’ 

“The charge is as untrue as it is 
unfair and unkind. Apd*in this 
statement I am sure that I will 
be supported by the entire com- 
mission, Democrats and Repub- 
licans, and by Dr. Buehler. (Dr. 
H. A. Buehler, State Geologist, is 
ex-officio member of the commis- 
sion.) 

“The truth is that ‘the United 
States Government advanced $3,- 
753,000 to the State for road build- 
ing on condition that it be spent 
by July 1, 1933, subject to certain 
conditions looking towards relief. 

“Among these conditions are re- 
quirements that the contractors do- 
ing the work shall employ labor, 
as far as it is available, from lists 
furnished by county employment 
committees, giving preference in 
selection from such lists, where 
qualified, to ex-service men, with 
dependents; that skilled and un- 
skilled laborers shall not be per- 
mitted to work more than 30 hours 
per week, and that the minimum 
wage per hour shall be 35 cents for 
unskilled labor and 50 cents for 
skilled labor. These provisions have 
been extended by the commission 
to all road projects, partly because 
it was inconvenient and illogical 
to have different rules for differ- 
ent projects, but mostly because 
the distress of the people called 
for work relief, and the Highway 
Commission was in a position to 
furnish it. It is hoped that by this 
means 12,000 men will be put to 
work.” 

Dedicates State Highway. . 
The Governor, who spoke at the 
dedication of State Highway No. 
72, Rolla to Salem, said he felt 
sure the people would be interest- 
ed to know “where the two can- 
didates for Governor stand on this 
matter of keeping the Highway 
eg out of partisan poli- 

cs.”” 

Missouri’s road building pro- 
gram, the Governor said, “is one 
of the greatest achievements in his- 
tory.” 

“It has advanced education, 
cheapened and facilitated trans- 
portation, contributed to the en- 
joyment and happiness of our peo- 
ple, and brought the people and 
communities into closer associa- 
tion,” he said. “It has been a 
mighty factor in relieving our peo- 
ple from the evil effects of the 
world-wide depression. It has pro- 
vided employment for thousands, 
not enly by direct employment in 
construction, but by purchases of 
cement, crushed stone, gravel and 
other supplies, as well as equip- 
ment, and by expenditures with 


railroads for transportation of ma- 
terials.”

of preferred stock of the Insurance 
Investment Co., were to be repur- 
chased within two years, the for- 
mer at $20 a share, the latter at $3. 

Pending fulfillment of the con- 
tract, Thompson’s petition recites, 
the Insurance Investment Corpora- 
tion was to pay to the Prudential 
an income of 6 per cent on the 
iowa National stock and 4 per cent 
on its own preferred stock. 

It is alleged that none of these 
terms has been complied with, and 
the suit is brought for the principal 
sum of $289,498 plus interest. 

The Prudential Casualty & Sure- 
ty Co., owned by Marquette-Easton 
Finance Co., failed last Dec, 26 
and was taken over by the Super- 
intendent of Insurance. The parent 
company is in bankruptcy.

“MISSING BANKER 
WAS MURDERED 


ton, Ok., Man “Will Not 
Return.” 


By the Associated Press. 
BURLINGTON, Ok., Sept. 23.— 


Fear that Henry C. Doherty, 36 
years old, missing Burlington bank- 
er, met with foul play on a motor 
trip to Amarillo, Tex., was 6¢x- 
pressed today by authorities inves- 


tigating his disappearance. 
The Burlington Bank, of which 


he was president, failed to open 
Tuesday, three days after Doherty 
left here on a business mission to 
Texas. The bank’s closing, accord- 
ing to Ben Krat, bookkeeper, re- 
sulted from a shortage of cash. No 
irregularities were found by J. W. 
Ingram, State bank examiner. 

In letters to his wife, mailed 
from Oklahoma City and Sham- 
rock, Tex., Doherty told of picking 
up hitch hikers to keep him com- 
pany, and officers expressed the be- 
lief he probably had been harmed 
by someone whom he sought to be- 
friend. 

Search for the banker revealed 
two mysterious telephone calls had 
been made Tuesday night to his 
brother in Wichita, Kan. The first, 
investigators said, told Doherty’s 
brother: “I phone bad news. Henry 
won't return. Don't tell anyone but 
your son and daughter. God bless 
you.” The second, 30 minutes later, 
said: “‘That call a while ago was 
all a farce.” Officers have been 
unable to trace the calls. 

An automobile identified as Do- 
herty’s was found abandoned on the 
Newcastle road in Cleveland Coun- 
ty, Oklahoma. Deputy Sheriffs said 
two discharged pistol shells were 
found in the rear seat of the car. 

An anonymous note, mailed from 
Oklahoma City and addressed to 
the Oklahoma Highway ‘Commis- 
sion, gave the number of Doherty’s 
automobile license and read _ fur- 
ther: | 

“Be sure to look on the northeast 
side of the Santa Fe underpass and 
find what I saw north of Amarillo. 
He should have hit the guns. I was 
sure scared.” Texas officers investi- 
gated but found no clews.

Control of the company changed 
hands several times within the last 
few years.

COOK KALE CAREFULLY 


Kale is much like spinach but is 
stronger in flavor and belongs to 
the cabbage family. When ¢ook- 
ing it, use enough boiling water to 
nearly cover the kale, and boil rap- 
idly for 30 minutes. Drain thor- 
oughly, chop very fine and season 
with salt, pepper, lemon juice and 
butter. Be sure to cook kale only 
long enough to make it tender; 
boiling for several hours lessens its 
nutritive value, makes it stronger 
in flavor and in some cases renders 
it rather difficult to digest. 

Broccoli leaves may be cut in 
pieces. and boiled like kale. They 
are very similar in flavor and very 
often the leaves will make enough 
for luncheon while the head will 
be used for a dinner vegetable. 


SPICED BAKED HAM 


Twelve-pound ham, one teaspoon | 


mustard, one-half cup brown sugar, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, one- 
half cup vinegar, one-half cup wa- 
ter (in which ham was cooked), 
six red apples, whole cloves. 

Plunge ham into water, boil 
10 minutes, reduce heat, and 
simmer two hours. Remove rind. 
Sprinkle the fat sufface with the 
mustard and paprika. Pour over 
the vinegar and water mixed and 
bake in a slow oven (300 degrees 
F.) for one hour. Baste frequent- 
ly. Sprinkle fat surface with the 
brown sugar, dot with whole 
cloves. Place the washed and 
cored red apples around the ham; 
continue baking without basting 
for one jour. 


SARDINE CLUB SANDWICHES 


For six sandwiches toast 18 whole 
sliced bread to a golden brown. 
Drain two large cans oil sardines, 
slice three tomatoes and one small 
cucumber and have ready 12 medi- 
uni-sized lettuce leaves. Allow three 
slices of toast for each sandWith. 
Spread one lightly with butter, add

MARINADE FOR MEATS 


The cheaper cuts of meat are all 
rather tough in texture, and need 
long, slow cooking to make them 
tender, as has often been advised. 
The use of marinade is to be rec- 
ommended in many cases. This is 
@ mixture of oil, vinegar and sea- 
sonings much like a French dress- 
ing except that the proportion of 
vinegar is a little larger than in the 


dressing. 3 

The acid in the vinegar aids in 
softening tough meat fibers, and 
adds flavor as well. Pour mixture 
over meat and let stand from 30 
minutes to an hour er‘longer. Pot 
roast, braised short ribs, rolled

Twenty minutes before the duck is 
doné, place thé apples in the pan 
around the duck and cook until 
tender. Remove carefully to a hot 
platter and sprinkle lightly with 
brown sugar. 

Boil rice and serve instead of po- 
tatoes, with gravy made from the 
fat and juice in the roasting pan, 
thickened with two tablespoons 
flour and mixed with one and one- 
half cups water. 

Corn Pudding and Grape Salad. 

For the corn pudding, mix two 
cups cannéd corn with two beaten 
eges and one and one-hkif cups 
milk. Add one teaspoon salt, a lit- 
tle pepper and two tablespoons 
melted butter. Pour into individual 
baking dishes and place in a pan 
of hot water. Bake in a moderate 
oven (the same as used for the 
duck) for 30 to 40 minutes, wntil 
firm. 

Large red or blue Tokay grapes, 
cut in half, seeded and mixed with 
blanched, toasted akhmonds cut in 
shreds make the salad. Use one- 
half cup shredded almonds to each 
two cups grapes. The grapes may 
be seeded in the morning and left 
in the icebox until nearly dinner 
time. Moisten the salad with may- 
onnaise thinned with cream. Ar- 
range the fruit on crisp lettuce 
leaves in small mounds, top each 
with a ball of cream cheese rolled 
in grated orange rind or finely 
chopped candied ginger. Have the 
plates for the salad cold, or arrange 
the salad on individual plates and 
put them in the refrigerator until 
ready to serve. Serve with slightly 
salted whole-wheat crackers.

There-has been a great deal said 
about the lunches that children 
carry to ool, but there is just as 
big a problem in the preparation 
of lunches for children who come 
home for the noon day meal. This 
phase of meal planning has been 
given especial attention in the Me- 
nus for the Week published today, 
and lunches are suggested that are 
easy to prepare, that may be eat- 


en quickly, and are nourishing . 


both for ‘young and old. Young- 
sters are always in a fever of im- 
patience at noontime for fear of 
“being late,” or are eager to_rush 
through the meal to have time for 
a little play before going back to 
class rooms, so simple meals are 
best. 


On Monday a savory corn chow- 
der is served with hot roMs or hard 
crackers. Since this thick soup is 
hearty, a very simple dessert is 
all that is needed—cup cakes with 
grape sauce are eh Mies nae for 
this season. 

On. Wednesday left-over boiled 
hominy is combined with chipped 
beef and turned into an attractive 


dish. Waldorf salad adds the 


necessary contrast in flavor and 
texture and supplies mineral and 
vitamin content to the meal. 

On Thursday jam tarts are made 
from baking ynowder biscuit dough 
rolled quite thin, cut in squares 
and folded over with a large spoon- 
ful of jam in each square. These 
are baked in a hot oven for about 
15 minutes and may be served 
warm or cold. 

Veal Fricassee with Dumplings. 

Have three pounds shoulder or 
breast of veal cut in pieces for 
serving. Sprinkle each piece with 
salt, pepper and flour. Melt four 
tablespoons fat in a saucepan and 
brown the veal quickly in it. When 
browned on both sides, add two 
large sliced onions, one-half cup 
diced carrots, one-half cup diced 
turnips, a stalk of celery cut fine, 
a sprig of parsley and a tiny piece 
of bayleaf. Next add boiling wa- 
ter to just cover the meat. Cover 
Saucepan and cook slowly for two 
and one-half hours or until the 
meat is tender. 

Add dumplings 15 minutes be- 
fore serving. To make these sift 
together one and one-quarter cups 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt and 
one and one-half teaspoons bak- 
ing powder. Rub in two teaspoons 
shortening and stir in one-half cup 
milk or enough to make a batter 
that will drop from a teaspoon 
and almost hold its shape. Mix 
as lightly and as quickly as pos- 
sible. Drop from the tip of a 
teaspoon on top of the boiling 
fri¢assee, cover the* pan and cook 
slowly for 12 to 15 minutes. 

Escalloped Lima Beans. 

Soak three-quarters pound dried 
lima beans over night in plenty of 
cold water. Drain, cover with boil- 
ing water and boil gently for one 
and one-half hours or until very 
tender. When almost done adda 
large, sliced onion and one taspoon 
salt. If fresh beans are used meas- 
ure four cups shelled beans, cover 
with boiling. water, add onion and 
salt and cook for 30 minutes or 
until tender. When the beans are 
done, drain off the juice and add 
to it one cup milk, four table- 
spoons butter and three tablespoons 


41 flour mixed to a smooth paste with 


a little cold water. Heat to boiling 
point, stirring constantly. 

Put a layer of lima beans in a 
buttered baking dish, spread with 
a thin layer of bread crumbs and 
then with a layer of the sauce. 
Repeat until all ingredients are 
used, having breadcrumbs for the 
top layer. Dot little bits of butter 
over the top crumbs and bake in.a 
hot oven until browned on top and 
bubbling. 

Hominy and Chipped Beef. 

Separate one-half pound chipped 
beef into pieces and rinse with 
boiling water to remove some of 
the salt. Mash three cups cold, 
cooked hominy with a fork and 
add gradually one and one-half 
cups hot milk, one beaten egg, 
one teaspoon Worcestershire sauce, 
two or three tablespoons minced 
parsiey and three tablespoons 
minced, scalded green pepper. 
Next add beef and pour into a 
greased cesserole dish. Cover and 
hake in a moderate oven for 40 to 
50 minutes. Serve 
cooking hominy for breakfast, plan 
to cook enough extra to make this 
for next day’s lunch or supper. 

‘Cup Cakes. 

Sift oné and one-quarter cups 
cake flour with one-quarter tea- 
spoon salt, one and one-half tea- 
spoons baking powder and one- 
half cup sugar. Melt one-quarter 
cup shortening and pour into a 
measuring cup, add one unbeaten 
egg and fill the cup to the top with 
milk. Pour into the dry mixture 
and beat for three minutes. Stir tn 
desired flavoring and pour into 
greased cup cake pans, filling them 
two-thirds full. Bake tn a hot oven 
for 15 or 20 minutes, according to 
size of pans. 

The sauce is made by stewing 
grapes with sugar, or by thicken- 
ing grape juice with a little corn- 
starch and seasoning with a few 
drops of lemon juice. Any fruit 
sauce may be substituted for. the 
grape.

Mulligatawny Soup, 

Cut four onions, one carrot, two 
turnips and one head of celery into 
littie bits and add te two quarts 
of the water in which da  ilarge 
chicken has been boiled. Let sim- 
mer until vegetables are soft; Rub 
vegetabies through a colander, and 
return to soup; adding one table- 
spoonfal eof curry powder and 
three tablespoonfuls each of flour 
and butter rubbed to a paste. 

Stir until it bolls. Brown some 
pieces of the chicken in fat and 
serve with the seup in the tureen. 
Boiled rice acopmpaniés this dish, 
which make a@ good one-piece din- 
ner. 


JELLIED CHICKEN LOAF FOR 
SMALL BRIDGE LUNCHEON 


Three to four pounds chicken, 
one tablespoon salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper, two small onions, 
two and one-half tablespooiis gela- 
tine, one-fourth cup cold water, 
one cup celery, cut small; two pi- 
mentos, cut in strips;; one large 
carrot, diced. 

Have chicken cut up. Wash, 
wipe, rub with salt and pepper. 
Put in deep kettle, add carrot, on- 
ion. Enough water to cover, sim- 
mer until meat is tender and sep- 
arates easily from bonés. Strain 
liquid from meat, return to fire. 
Simmer liquid until reduced to 
three cupsful. Soak gelatine in 
cold water, dissolve in hot stock 
and cool. Remove chicken from 
bones, leave me&t in large- pieces. 

Rinse a mold in cold water, ar- 
range a layer of meat, sprinkle 
with chopped celery and garnish 
with strips of pimento. Add an- 
other layer of meat, more celery 
and pimento, then repeat until in- 
gredients are all used. Pour cooled 
gelatine stock over all. Chill until 
set. Turn out on platter and sur: 
round with lettuce. 


FRUIT FILLINGS ARE ALWAYS 
GOOD FOR LAYER CAKES 


One-half cup sugar, two table- 
spoons flour, one-fourth cup orange 
juice, one teaspoon lemon juice, one 
teaspoon butter, one egg. few grains 
of salt.

WASHINGTON, ‘Sept. 23. 

HIS isn’t a campaign—it’s an up- 

rising. Washington was startled. 

when the Democrats carried 
Maine, but when the La Follettes 
lost Wisconsin the experts simply 
tore up their form sheets.

The 
Democrats appear to have cast 
about .10 times as many votes in 
this primary election as they did 
two years ago. In the second place.

GRAN CHACO WAR 


Council Votes to Name 
Board of Three to Work 
. for Peace Between Bo- 


livia and Paraguay. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Sept. 23.—The League 


of Nations Council with President 
Eamon de Valera of the Irish Free 
State presiding, listened today to 
reports on the conflict between 


Paraguay and Bolivia in the Gran 
Chaco and decided to appoint a 
committee of three to pursue ef- 
forts at restoring peace. 

The council pledged its support 
to the efforts:of neutral American 
republics to end hostilities, but 
agreed that the League covenant 
was the only. legal instrument of 
peace binding both disputants, and 
that the League must meet its re- 
sponsibility under the covenant. 

Soviet Russia yesterday won its 
point for speedy consideration of 
substantial arms reduction plans.

HE'S DEAD HONOR 


Ceremonious Tribute Paid 
At Funeral to Leader 
Who Resisted - Advance 
Into Manchuria. 


By the Associated Press, 
TOKIO, Sept. 23.—As _ trophies 


of their long, bitter campaign in 
North Manchuria and as proof of 
the death of their arch foe in that 
conflict, Gen..Ma Chan-Shan, Jap- 
anese military authorities have 
brought to Tokio relics of that 


leader taken on the battlefield 
where Ma was reported to have 
been killed. 

These relics were shown first to 
the Emperor. No other single act 
could prove more definitely that 
the Japanese Army sincerely be- 
lieves that Ma is dead. No Jap- 
anese soldier would risk deceiving 
his sovereign. 

Later the trophies were placed 
on exhibition at the War Office. 
They include apparently all that 
was left of Gen. Ma’s $1,000,000 
fortune—22 small bars of gold bul- 
lion worth about $19,000 and sev- 
eral packages of banknotes of the 
Heilungkianmg provincial bank and 
the Japanese Bank of Korea to- 
taling about $30,000. 

Relics. Shown in Tokio. 

Gen, Ma’s three favorite opium 
pipes, richly inlaid with gold and 
mother of pearl; three Chinese 
military decorations; a pair of gold 
stirrups; 22 gold armiets and two 
gold watches also are in the col- 
lection. 

Purely personal relics will be re- 
turned to Gen. Ma’s family, if the 
relatives can be found. Last re- 
ports said they were hiding near 
Taheiho, on the Manchurian-Sibe- 
rian border. 

Ma’s money is to be donated to 
the relief funds for flood sufferers 
in North Manchuria.

The morning of July 27 was 
darkly overcast; it was in the 
midst of the heavy rains that were 
to afflict North Manchuria with 
the most disastrous floods of its 
modern history.

Airplanes Sent to Putumayo Dis- 
trict, Garrisons Moved.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Sept. 23. — 
Reports from Manaos, in Western 
Brazil, today said Colombia was 
mobilizing troops and airplanes in 
the Putumayo district, near Leticia, 
over which there recently has been 
a clamor for war with Pern. 

Six airplanes have been sent to 
La Chorrena, onthe Putumayo 
River, the dispatch said, and the 
Colombian garrisons at Popayan, 
San Miguel and Puerto Assis were 
proceeding toward the lower Putu- 
mayo and probably would concen- 
trate at La Chorrena, from where 
they would embark for Leticia. It 
added that 2000 Colombians would 
soon pass through Brazilian terri- 
tory to retake Leticia, which was 
seized by Peruvian civilians recent- 
ly. Leticia is a Colombian river 
port. 


BELIEVES GANDHI 


H re ; 
Agreement Worked Out 
for ‘‘Untouchables.” 


By the Associated Press. | 
POONA, India, Sept. 23.—Pandit 
Madan Mohan Malaviya, former 
Heuteriant of Mahatma Gandhi, said 
Gandhi prohably would abandon 
his “fast unto death” today on sub- 
mission to him of an acceptable 
compromise plan for voting and 
representation of India’s depressed 
classes—the “untouchables.” 
Gandhi began his fast Tuesday in 
protest against the British Govern- 
ment’s plan for a separate elec- 
torate and special representation in 
the provincial legislatures for the 
“yntouchables.” Caste Hindus ab- 
hor the “untouchables.” Gandhi's 
point is that such a plan only tends 
to perpetuate the guif between the 
pariah class and the castes. 

Plan Worked Out Yesterday. 
Predictions were made yesterday, 
following a long talk. between po- 
litical leaders and Gandhi, that an 
agreement would be worked out to- 
day, but there always was a chance 
that Gandhi at the last minute 
would find some flaw in the pro- 
posed®agreement and refuse to ac- 
cept it. ’ 

The compromise plan of Sir Tef 
Bahadur Sapru was the one which, 
it was understood, was partly ac- 
cepted yesterday. It calls for joint 
electorates for the ehigher caste 
Hindus and the “untouchables,” 
with safeguards for the “untouche- 
ables.” The part on which agree- 
ment has been reached concerns 
primary and final elections for 
‘“yntouchable” representatives in 
the legislatures.

Morris 
Liewelilyn Cooke, a celebrated authority on power, 
bas shown that power can be generated by water pow- 
er at one-tenth of a mill per kilowatt hour, or 5 
mills per kilowatt hour by coal, yet the American 
people have been paying 7% to 10 cents per kilowatt 


two years ago, which Samuel Insull vainly tried to 
censor, Ambassador Sackett said: “I know of no 
other manufacturing industry where the sale price 
of the product to the great mass of consumers is 15 
times the actual cost of production of the article 
sold.” 

The “gravy” in the power business, then, is in 
transmission and distribution, which Gov. Roosevelt 
would turn over to private companies. When the 
same question arose in New York State, Gov. Roose 
velt took the view that he could farm out electricity 
to private companies and safeguard the public inter- 
est by causing utilities to enter into a “contract” 
limiting their return on the investment to 8 per 
cent, valuation to be based upon “actual cash” pru- 
dently invested. 

There is considerable doubt as to the binding char- 
acter of such a contract. By many, # is thought to 
be a franchise under a new name, and the history of 
franchises is a sad one from the public’s point of 
view.

He obtained a commis 
sion to make a thorough study of the public utility 
field, which has been of much value, but he failed 
to obtain the passage of a bill bestowing absolute 
municipal home rule in utility matters, giving com- 
munities power to acquire public plants by popular 
vote, and another bill conferring upon municipalities 
and farm communities the right to form power dis- 
tricts. 

However, it is not fair to judge the candidate 
on what Congress might or might not do. He is en- 
titled to credit for a program which, while its effi- 
cacy is yet to be proved, is designed for the protec 
tion of consumers and investors, something they do 
not have at present. 

In a recent New Republic article summing up Gov. 
Roosevelt's power record in New York, Judson King 
said: “We may as a minimum, on the basis of his 


sult in such things as the passage of the Norris Mus- 
cle Shoals bill and the appointment of a friendly 
board to administer it; a Federal Power Commission 
which will enforce the Federal Water Power Act; a 
law regulating interstate holding companies and 
transmission of interstate current; completion of 
the all-important investigation of the Power Trust 
by the Federal Trade Commission and a final report 
which will make financial, political and social his 
tory.

‘What St. Louis Must Do 


The Executive Committee and the General Com- 
mittee of 71, called to a meeting at the City Hall 
Wednesday, formulated and approved a program of 
relief measures for the winter and the coming year. 
The program includes a bond issue of $4,600,000 for 
emergency relief when needed, and a joint drive for 
all the relief agencies, in which the public is asked 
and expected to raige $3,500,000 of relief funds to pro- 
vide for the entire year. The city has obtained a 
lean of $628,980 from the Federal Government to 
maintain relief work until Dec. 1, when the bond is- 
sue will come into effect if voted, and other funds 
will be available. 

To meet the objection of the Real Estate Exchange, 
which protested vigorously against levying taxes for 
the bond issue on rea] property, the committee pro- 
posed that the bond issue, interest and principal, be 
paid out of the special taxes levied by the Board of 
Aldermen for relief purposes, which it is estimated 
will be amply sufficient to take care of the bonds. 
The cost of the bonds will therefore not fall on gen- 
eral property. 

The committee stated that the entire $4,600,000 
might not be needed, but would be drawn upon only 
for emergency, and that all of the bonds might not be 
issued. Of course, that is an estimate and not a 
pledge, but the sale of the bonds will be governed by 
need. ~ : 

It is proposed that through the foint drive all other 
drives for relief usually made will be eliminated. The 
needs of all relief agencies will be concentrated in 
this one drive, and the funds realized will be dis- 
tributed to the actual relief agencies of the Commu- 


: 


Committee on Relief and Employment. All of the 
funds will be devoted to relief of the unemployed and 
destitute. None will be diverted to other agencies 
which have hitherto received funds from the com- 
munity chest, 

As the committee stated in its resolution. approv- 
ing these measures, the campaign for the bond issue 
and the campaign for relief funds are the work of 
all the people of St. Louis. The committee has 
formulated the program of relief and will lead in 
appealing to and organizing the citizens; but the re- 
sponsibility rests upon all the people of the city who 
are able to assist.

How Buying Power Can Be Restored 


Billions have been devoted to checking decline, but business still lags; this is because 
unemployment and “fear of it continue, thus curbing buying power; time is ripe 
for spreading work through shorter hours thereby putting millions back on pay- 
roll; writer urges employers to take initiative and restore security to workers. 
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Charles Benedict in the Magazine of Wall Street. 


O FAR, billions of dollars have been 
s devoted to save the banks, to salvage our 

industrial institutions, t6 raise the prices 
of commodities and to change the psychol- 
ogy of defeatism to one of hope and faith. 
At the moment, the measures adopted have 
produced a rising stock market and a better 
psychology. ° But business lags. While the 
tremendous resources of this great nation 
are being used to combat the decline, little 
or nothing is being done to create markets 
for the production which is being en- 


couraged. 


The success of the whole plan hangs on 


the wide utilization of this current period to 
recreate markets and consumers for our 
goods. We must rebuild our home markets 
which, even in decline, are the envy of the 
world. Ninety per cent of our .production 
in normal] times is consumed within our 
own borders, This is not true of any other 
nation in the world. While other countries 
must turn to development of foreign mar- 
kets, we can actively devote ourselves to 
rehabilitation of domestic consumption, 

It is unemployment and fear of unem- 
ployment—fear of losing the job this week, 
next month or within the next several 
months—that has cut into our home mar- 
kets and purchasing power. Today, 106,- 
000,000 people, or 20 per cent of those prof- 
itably employed in normal times, and rep- 
resenting 10,000,000 units of buying power, 
are without independent means of support. 


There is only one cure for unemploy- 
ment; it is employment. For months a plan 
of a seven-hour day and a five-day week 
has been advocated. Organized labor has 
produced statistics to prove that such a 35- 
hour week would afford employment for all 
those ncw idle, even on today’s level of 
business. This publication discussed the 
significance of this situation and urged 
adoption of the shorter hour week as far 
back ‘as last February. The suggestion was 
approved by various economic authorities 
and businégs leaders. President Hoover has 
recognized the validity of this principle of 
spreading the work in his recent advocacy 
of the five-day week for both industry and 
Government. It has been adopted by such 
industrial corporations as Goodyear . Tire, 
National Cash Register, among others, But 
it has been slow in general adoption. 

The Department of Labor alone has made 
it literally effective in the Federal Govern- 
ment, other departments resorting to 30- 
day furloughs without pay. Some industrial 
concerns have resorted to similar expedi- 
ents; but sfallow half-way measures will 
not suffice and the sooner the problem of

power would accelerate the recovery of 
business and give us a level from which 
to rise under the stimulus of an improved 
psychology based on a sound fundamental 
fact instead of hope alone. It will have to 
be done eventually. Why not now? 

Due both to the expansion of the war 
era and the last boom and to a great 
technical progress, it is quite likely that we 
have attained a condition of permanent 
_over-production, actual or potential The 
effect of this protracted depression is to 
accentuate technological unemployment, In- 
dustry has made further progress in reduc- 
ing the human element involved in pro- 
duction. If necessity dictated, we could 
even achieve the production level of 1929 
without re-employing on full time all of 
the 10,000,000 persons now out of work. 
It is obvious that a new basis of employ- 
ment must be sought. 


It is for that reason that the unemploy- 
ment problem looms as one of the most 
pressing in the business outlook. No sub- 
stantial recovery from the depression nor 
any lasting revival of business profits is 
conceivable unless we attain a broad dis- 
tribution of wealth. In any general and 
enduring prosperity, a great majority of the 
people must be participants, and they must 
participate not only in securing the es- 
sentials of life, but, under the standards 
which have grown up in this country, must 
also be purchasers of some of its luxuries. 
Such buying has been the basis of the active 
periods of business which have prevailed in 
the past. As times improve, more leisure 
will result and demand will be stimulated. 

Those employers who combat the shorter 
working week for fear that it will become 
@ permanent institution are not thinking 
very far ahead, nor very far back for that 
matter, for it is within very recent. times 
that the 12-hour day hes given way to the 
eight-hour day in the steel industry and 
many others. 

It is admitted that as business activity 
gains and labor becomes less abundant that 
this trend toward the shorter week may in- 
volve a larger payroll. But it is also to be 
expected that the next era of prosperity will 
demand, if it is not actually founded on, a 


The Plight of Ocean Shipping 


From the Business Week. 


HREE very important problems in ma- 

rine economy have pushed themselva 
ahead of all recent ship news. Atlantic 
fareg are likely to be increased again be- 
cause the increase in business on present 
low rates has not been large enough to 
make it profitable. Shipping subsidies are 
being talked for some of the world’s most 
important lines, actually announced for 
others. Shippers in more than one country 
are talking wider rationalization through 
international agreements. 

Gloom really began to spread when 
Washington made public its mid-year re- 
view of world shipping. More than 14,0)". 
000 gross tons of shipping were idle at the 
end of June, and that is 35 per cent more 
than a year ago. The British had the lars- 
est volume of tied-up bottoms, but they had 
only 7 per cent more than last year. The 
United States lagged only slightly behind 
in the number of tons not in use—3,425,000 
—but the increase in this country was 3! 
per cent. Greatest shock is the 112 per 
cent increase for Germany, and 78 per cent 
for France. 

Bveryone ts concerned. The trans-Atlan- 
tic conference is strongly hinting at in- 
ereased fares for the winter season, The 
French, especially, are demanding it. They 
and the Germans were most reluctant 
accept the 15 to 50 per cent reductions that 
became effective last spring behind the 
initiative of the American lines. 

Perhaps no announcement was more 
spectacular than Germany’s decision to come 
to the rescue of the shippers and of the un- 
employed with a $3,000,000 scrapping su>- 
sidy with which’ nearly 400,000 tons, or 10 
per cent, of the German merchant fleet will 
be junked.

Gandhi Sleeps Well. 

Gandhi, 62 years old and weigh- 
ing only 84 pounds, slept well last 
night on a webbed cot under a 
mango tree in the yard in front 
of the Yeroda jail. When he awoke 
he said his morning prayers as 
usual. 

His face was drawn and his eyes 
Sunken after more than 70 hours 
of fasting, but he still had energy 
enough to dictate many letters and 
to see many visitors. Physicians 
warned him to talk as little as pos- 
sible, however, in order to save his 
vocal chords. 

Mrs. Gandhi, Mrs. Saironjuni 
Naidu, his former lieutenant, who 
is also a prisoner, and Vallabhai 
Patel, former chief'of the Indian 
National Congress, were with him 
today. 

Several leaders of the “untouch- 
ables” saw him and gave him full 
freedom to make the best possible 
arrangements in their behalf with 
Dr. Ambedkar, who is holding out 
for certain alternative safeguards 
for his followers. 

Gandhi issued an appeal to the 
people of India to refrain from 
Mrasting with him and insisting that 
instead of this they set about do- 
ing all in their power to remove 
the caste stigma of untouchability. 

He Is “Quite Optimistic.” 

“I’m quite optimistic regarding 
this afternoon’s conference,” he 
said. “My optimism may be per- 
fectly stupid, however, for, if you 
were to my reasons for it, I 
have none save that I have much 
faith in this fast as a God-ordained 
thing, and I have an equal faith 
in this cause. 

“Although weakness must nat- 
urally. creep on from day to day, 
compared with my previous fasts 
I'm taking this one much more 
easily. I find myself also in per- 
fect peace. Up to the present I 
have faund no difficulty in carrying 
on prolonged sustained conversa- 
tion on the question of untouch- 
ability with the various deputa- 
tions. 

“Although it has required tre- 
mendous concentration, I have not 
found any difficulty. I know, how- 
ever, that I cannot carry on like 
this much longer. 

“My message to the Poe Ene 
people is that they must not mis- 
take this for a political move. It} 
is a deep spiritual effort, the | 
sult of 50 years of constant appli-| 
cation to an ideal. It is a penance, 
and it is seeing as an ideal noth- 
ing less than the deliverance of 
several millions of human beings 
from a horrible religious serfdom. 
Its success cannot but have reper- 
cussion on the whole of humanity. 

“It is because I believe, rightly 
or wrongly, that the British deci- 
sion imposing separate electorates 
threatens to put a huge obstacle 
in the way of a reform which for 
the past 10 years has been mov- 
ing with geometrical progression 
that I have staked my life to re- 
sist it. 

“After three days, my conviction 
is stronger than the step I have 
taken is absolutely correct. If my 
presentation of the case is true, 
this cause demands mobilizing 
world opinion to compel right con- 
duct by the British Government.”
